William J. Bryan Says Chicago Platform

. Des Moines,- Iowa, Aug. 16.—Tuesday 
afternoon the members of the demo- 
cratic state central committee held a 
consultation with "Mr, Bryan, at which 
a draft of the platform, which it is 
proposed to adopt today, was carefully 
considered. . Mr.-Bryan listened to the 
suggestions ma^e 'and said that he had 
not-come .to Iowa1 to'write the platform 
:or the. party. :If the democrats of Iowa 
indorsed the Chicago platform he was 
satisfied,^ and if other issues needed 
attention they:coulcl be added. 


Later on. the chairmen'of the various 


county central- committees were called 
together and listened to an 'outline of 
their duties by Mr. Bryan. He told 
them they must organize for the fight 
of their lives this fall. 


Mr. Bryan's'first speech at night was 


made to an audience of 5,000 people at 
the new auditorium. 


In reference to the Chicago platform 


he said: "That platform was not mada 
for a temporary expedient. It applied 
to the problems before the country 
The republican party 'has not solved a 
single problem which was placed he- 
lore it in ((896. I believe every plank 
In the Chicago platform was right then 
and that every plank is right now, and 
Tvill be right in 1900." 


The speaiker declared that he was in 


favor of the income tax and that the 
republican party opposed it.

Bryan, "that the states, should extin- 
guish the trusts. They won't do so as 
long as the states bid for the dishonor 
of being the spawning'ground .of the' 
trusts.
